EMW:  "I  never  saw  any  of  them  [MESL's  brother,  Hilon,  and  his 
family] .  Ina's  father  is  the  one  who  lived  with  the 
Indians.  My  father  used  to  speak  about  it.  He’s  the 
one  With  the  one  or  t wo  broken  legs  and  an  Indian  tribe 
took  him  in  in  the  Winter  and  set  his  leg(s).  He  was 
lost  on  the  plains.  I  don't  know,  he  was  traveling... 
hunting  buffalo  or  I  don't  know  what  but  anyway  this 
Indian  tribe  took  him  in  with  his  broken  leg(s)  and 
they  set  his  leg  and  lie  spent  the  Winter  with  these 
Indians  and  the  Indian  chief  wanted  him  [Hilon]  to 
marry  his  daughter.  I  remember  cause  my  father  used 
to  tell  me  all  this  stuff  when  I  was  a  kid,  and  he 
said  no  [to  the.  Indian  chief's  suggestion  that  Union 
marry  his  daughter]  'she  was  too  greasy  for  him.'"
